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General  Information 


Organization 


Adrian  College  was  organized  March  22,  1859,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  an  act  passed  by  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  Michigan,  entitled,  "An  Act  to  Provide  for 
the  Incorporation  of  Institutions  of  Learning." 

This  Institution  comprises  several  schools,  each  having  its 
distinct  course  of  study  and  leading  to  its  appropriate  degree. 
These  several  schools,  while  individual  in  their  functions, 
are  under  the  common  management  of  the  Trustees  of  Adrian 
College.  Under  certain  conditions,  students  in  any  one  of 
these  schools  may  enjoy  the  advantages  of  the  others. 

At  present  four  schools  are  included  under  the  management 
of  Adrian  College:  The  College  of  Literature  and  Arts;  the 
School  of  Music;  the  School  of  Theology,  and  the  Prepara- 
tory School.-  A  full  description  of  each  of  these  schools,  with 
course  of  study,  conditions  for  entrance,  etc.,  will  be  found 
under  appropriate  headings. 

The  associated  schools  of  the  College  are  under  the  control 
of  a  board  of  thirty  trustees,  twenty-four  of  whom  are  elected 
by  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  and  six  by  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  College, 
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Location. 


Adrian,  the  seat  of  Adrian  College,  is  the  capital  of  Lena- 
wee County,  Michigan.  The  population  of  the  city  is  about 
10,000.  There  are  few,  if  any  towns,  that  excel  it  in  pleasant- 
ness of  situation,  salubrity  of  climate,  general  intelligence, 
and  freedom  from  the  forms  of  evil  that  so  often  render  a 
residence  in  large  places  full  of  danger  to  young  people. 
By  means  of  the  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern  Rail- 
way, and  its  several  branches  and  connections,  and  the  De- 
troit line  of  the  Wabash  system  of  Railways,  Adrian  is  easy 
of  access  at  all  seasons,  and  from  all  directions;  and  is  cen- 
tralty  located  with  respect  to  the  patronizing  Annual  Con- 
ferences. The  Electric  Belt  Street  Railway  places  the  College 
in  immediate  connection  with  the  stations  of  both  roads. 


Buildings  and  Grounds, 


The  buildings  and  a  part  of  the  grounds  are  well  repre- 
sented by  the  illustrations  in  this  calendar.  On  the  first 
floor  of  the  North  Hall  are  the  President's  office,  Recitation 
Rooms,  the  Library  and  Reading  Room,  and  Bath  Room; 
and  on  the  other  two  floors  are  dormitories  for  young  men. 
About  one  hundred  can  be  accommodated  in  this  Hall. 

The  "South  Hall"  contains  the  rooms  of  the  Preceptress 
and   other   lady   teachers,  Reception  and  Assembly  Rooms, 
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One  hundred  young-  ladies  can  be  accommodated  in  this  Hall. 
The  two  smaller  buildings  contain  the  Chapel,  Literary  So- 
ciety Rooms,  Laboratories,  Cabinet  of  Natural  History,  and 
Recitation  Rooms. 

During-  the  past  year  Metcalf  Hall  was  added  to  these  build- 
ing's. It  was  named  in  honor  of  Mr.  David  Metcalf,  of 
Adrian,  who,  through  his  munificence  contributed  largely 
towards  the  fund  for  its  construction. 

This  Hall  includes,  on  the  first  floor,  a  spacious  and  hand- 
some Dining  Room,  and  commodious  Culinan'  Apartments 
thoroughly  appointed  with  all  the  modern  improvements;  on 
the  second  floor,  the  Conservatory  of  Music;  and  on  the  third 
floor,  the  Ladies'  Gymnasium. 

In  the  basement  of  this  building-  is  an  ample  steam  heating 
plant,  which  supplies  heat  to  all  the  College  buildings. 

Architecturally  Metcalf  Hall  is  a  fine  building,  adding 
much  to  the  beauty  of  the  Colleg-e  grounds. 

These  building's  are  on  a  plot  of  ground  containing  twenty 
acres,  donated  to  the  Institution  by  Hon.  L.  G.  Berry  and  Dr. 
D.  K.  Underwood.  The  grounds  and  grove  in  the  rear  of  the 
buildings  have  been  appropriated  for  sports  and  recreation. 
A  regulation  base-ball  ground  has  been  prepared  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Athletic  Association  of  the  Colleg-e,  and  a 
tennis  court  has  been  laid  out  by  the  Tennis  Club.  The  cam- 
pus in  front' contains  a  number  of  evergreens,  forest  trees,  and 
class  memorials.  As  means  will  allow  the  ornamentation 
and  improvement  of  the  grounds  will  be  brought  up  to  the 
original  designs.

Financial  Condition. 


From  the  report  adopted  by  the  Trustees,  the  value  of  the 
property  of  the  Institution,  including"  endowment,  grounds, 
buildings,  furniture,  apparatus,  musical  instruments,  out- 
lying- lands,  etc.,  is  estimated  at  $200,000.00. 

The  principal  donors  to  the  Endowment  Fund  are  Joseph 
J.  Amos,  of  Rushville,  Ind.;  William  M.  Hamilton,  of  Wenona, 
111.;  Calvin  Tompkins,  of  Tompkins'  Cove,  N.  Y.;  and  Wil- 
liam Morrison,  of  Allegheny,  Pa.  The  first  has  endowed  the 
chair  of  Systematic  Theology,  in  the  sum  of  $20,000.00;  the 
second  has  given  $11,236.00  toward  the  endowment  of  another 
chair;  the  third  has  contributed  $10,000.00  to  the  General 
Fund,  and  the  last  has  given  $5,000.00  to  the  same  Fund. 
These  sums,  as  well  as  a  portion  of  the  Endowment  Fund 
obtained  by  general  subscription,  are  now  invested  in  real 
estate  securities,  and  yielding*  income. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  Endowment  of  Adrian  College  be 
greatly  enlarged,  so  that  it  may  extend  its  facilities.  It 
therefore  calls  on  all  its  friends  to  give  whatever  assistance 
is  in  their  power  to  this  end.  Contributions  to  the  Endow- 
ment Fund  are  solicited,  in  the  shape  of  cash  donations; 
notes  drawing  interest  payable  at  a  fixed  date;  bequests, 
provided  for  in  the  will  of  the  donor;  or  mortuary  notes,  pay- 
able from  the  estate  of  the  giver  at  a  certain  period  after 
death.  Many  individuals  who  cannot  see  their  way  clear  to 
give  any  large  sum  during  their  lives  may  feel  inclined  to 
draw  a  note  in  favor  of  the  College,  at  a  very  low  rate  of  in- 
terest, payable  from  the  estate  of  the  giver.  Several  of  such 
notes  are  in  possesion  of  the  College  and,  while  the  revenue 
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at  present  coming-  from  them  is  small,  they  give  a  security 
for  the  future  prosperity  of  the  College,  the  influence  of  which 
is  helpful  even  now. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  friends  of  the  College  will  secure  to 
the  Institution  the  endowment  of  professorships,  scholar- 
ships, and  other  foundations  with  which  many  of  the  older 
colleges  of  this  country  are  so  well  supplied.  There  is  an  op- 
portunity here  honorably  and  imperishably  to  associate  their 
names  with  a  great  and  useful  work.  We  add  forms  that  may 
be  followed  in  drawing  up  mortuary  notes,  or  making  be- 
quests to  Adrian  College.

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The  Museum. 


The  collection  illustrative  of  Zoology,  Geology,  Mineral- 
ogy, Archaeology,  and  nearly  all  departments  of  Natural 
History,  is  a  very  larg-e  one,  numbering-  several  thousand 
specimens.  Besides  numerous  purchases,  it  includes  valuable 
donations  from  Dr.  John  Kost,  Rev.  I.  Dunham,  Major  J.  H. 
Cole,  and  Rev.  I.  C.  Billman. 

I.  The  Zoological  Collection  is  quite  larg-e,  comprising- 
animals  and  birds  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  A  larg-e  num- 
ber of  these  specimens  was  included  in  the  cabinet  purchased 
from  Dr.  John  Kost.  Among-  these  may  be  mentioned  an 
African  lion,  an  elk  from  the  Rocky  Mountains,  a  g-orilla 
from  Africa,  an  eland,  a  zebra,  a  crocodile  from  the  Nile,  a 
Polar  bear,  a  black  bear,  an  African  antelope,  and  a  casso- 
wary. Rev.  Mr.  Billman  has  donated  a  collection  of  birds, 
including-  nearly  all  that  visit  Michig-an  and  Ohio.  Fourteen 
larg-e  cases  of  birds  and  smaller  animals,  grouped  according- 
to  the  localities  they  inhabit,  are  to  be  found  in  the  g-allenr. 
Among-  these  the  Arctic  and  Tropical  cases  are  especially  at- 
tractive. 

II.  The  Mineralogical  Collection  includes  a  very  com- 
plete list  of  ores  and  minerals.  A  great  variety  of  copper, 
iron,  silver,  gold,  zinc,  and  other  ores,  may  be  found  in  the 
Museum.  A  valuable  collection  of  precious  stones,  and  speci- 
mens of  a  great  variety  of  minerals,  from  different  parts  of 
the  world,  are  in  possession  of  the  Colleg-e.     A  larg-e  section 
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from  one  of  the  basaltic  columns  of  Giant's  Causeway,  in  Ire- 
land, and  a  very  great  variety  of  silicified  wood  and  other 
petrifactions,  are  interesting-  specimens  for  the  student. 

III.  The  Geological  Collection  comprehends  specimens 
from  nearly  all  the  more  important  formations.  A  large  col- 
lection of  fossils  from  the  Lower  Silurian,  Devonian,  Carboni- 
ferous, Jurassic,  Cretaceous,  and  Tertiary  formations  are  ar- 
ranged in  cases  in  the  order  of  their  deposit.  Several  valua- 
ble cases  of  extinct  animals  are  in  possession  of  the  College; 
among-  these  are  casts  of  a  larg-e  Icthyosaur,  and  a  Plesiosaur. 
The  skeleton  of  a  very  larg-e  mastodon,  found  in  Lenawee 
County,  Mich.,  has  been  mounted  and  is  nearly  complete.  A 
comprehensive  collection  of  corals  and  spong-es  has  been 
donated  to  the  Colleg-e  by  Dr.  John  Kost.  This  addition 
g-ives  an  unusual  completeness  to  the  collection  in  this  direc- 
tion. 

IV.  The  Archaeological  Department  includes  various 
articles  used  by  the  North  American  Indians  and  mound- 
builders.  Among-  these  are  pottery,  hatchets,  flint  arrow- 
heads, etc.,  with  domestic  utensils  and  articles  of  war,  cloth- 
ing-, etc.,  from  other  parts  of  the  world. 

V.  Miscellaneous  Collections  include  skulls  for  the 
stud}7  of  comparative  anatomy;  fishes;  marine  and  freshwater 
shells;  models  illustrating  various  parts  of  the  eye,  ear,  heart, 
lung-s,  etc.;  a  human  skeleton;  a  manikin,  charts,  etc. 
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The  Physical   and  Chemical    Laboratories  and 

Apparatus. 


Rooms  and  appliances  for  illustrating-  and  verifying-  the 
principles  of  Physics  are  provided.  This  department  of  the 
Colleg-e  is  well  supplied  with  such  apparatus  as  electric  bat- 
teries, electric  machines,  induction  coils,  Geissler  tubes,  stere- 
opticons,  porte  lumiere,  microscopes,  polariscope,  spectro- 
scope, air-pump  with  accompaniments,  etc.  Some  of  the 
instruments  are  of  tine  quality,  and  are  adapted  to  the 
practical  service  of  the  student. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  a  large  room  adequately  equip- 
ped for  the  courses  in  general  chemistry  and  analysis. 


Libraries. 


The  Colleg-e  Library  contains  about  6,000  volumes.  There 
are,  besides  this,  several  libraries  in  possession  of  the  Liter- 
ary Societies,  from  which  members  of  the  respective  Societies 
may  draw  books.  The  College  Library  is  open  daily,  Sun- 
days excepted,  from  9  A.  m.  to  4  p.  m.  Books  may  be  drawn 
by  application  to  the  Librarian,  who  will  be  found  in  the 
Library  during  the  hours  at  which  it  is  open. 

Mag-azines,  quarterlies  and  newspapers  will  be  found  on  the 
tables  and  files,  and  may  be  consulted  by  all. 

Donations  of  books  and  of  money  are  solicited  for  the 
Library. 
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Government. 


It  is  presumed  that  all  students  will  deport  themselves  while 
at  Colleg-e  with  the  same  propriety  that  they  would  feel  bound 
to  observe  while  in  refined  society.  Students  are  assumed  to 
be  ladies  and  g-entlemen  and  will  be  treated  as  such. 

The  rules  of  the  Colleg-e  require  that  all  students  shall  at- 
tend promptly  all  stated  exercises. 

During-  the  hours  set  apart  for  Colleg-e  exercises,  it  is  not 
in  order  for  students  to  ling-er  about  the  grounds,  or  to  visit 
the  rooms  of  others  without  special  permission  obtained  from 
the  President  or  Preceptress. 

No  student  shall  eng-ag-e  in  teaching-  or  taking-  private  les- 
sons during-  term  time,  without  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

Students  shall  not  absent  themselves  from  their  rooms  over 
nig-ht  or  leave  the  city  without  permission  from  the  Presi- 
dent. 

All  persons  entering-  as  students  thereby  pledge  themselves 
to  observe  faithfully  the  laws  and  reg-ulations  of  the  Colleg-e. 

Students  will  be  suspended  or  dismissed  whenever,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Faculty,  they  are  pursuing-  a  course  of  conduct 
seriously  detrimental  to  themselves  or  to  the  Colleg-e. 


Religious  Influences. 


Religious  services  are  held  in  the  Chapel  each  morning-,  at 
which  all  students  are  expected  to  be  present,     On  Wednes- 
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day  evening-,  the  Young-  Men's  Christian  Association  holds 
weekly  meetings  which  all  are  invited  to  attend.  The  Young 
Women's  Christian  Association  holds  meetings  every  Monday 
evening-  for  ladies  only.  On  Sunday  students  attend  church 
and  Sunday  school  either  in  the  Colleg-e  church  or  in  other 
churches  of  the  city  of  the  denominations  to  which  they  may 
belong.  It  is  the  constant  aim  of  the  authorities  to  bring- 
into  the  college  life  such  influences  as  tend  to  produce  the 
noblest  results  in  human  character. 


Literary  Societies. 


Connected  with  the  College  are  three  flourishing-  Literary 
Societies,  the  "Star,"  "Lambda  Phi,"  and  " Theolog-ical 
Association."  These  hold  reg-ular  weekl}r  meeting-s  for  rhe- 
torical and  literary  exercises,  and  afford  students  advantag-es 
for  improvement  in  discussion,  criticism,  and  rhetorical 
studies. 


Prizes. 


A  prize  of  $20.00  has  been  established  by  the  Class  of  1877, 
to  be  given  annually  to  a  student  pursuing-  the  study  of  Eng-- 
lish  Literature,  on  the  following  conditions: 

The  prize  shall  be  awarded  to  the  student  receiving-  the 
highest  grade  upon  the  combined  marking's  on  a  scale  of  from 
one  to  fifty,  with  reference  to  (1)  the  work  done  in  the  course, 
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(2)  the  merits  of  a  thesis,  the  subject  of  which  is  assigned  by 
the  judges  appointed  for  that  purpose.  The  judges  of  the 
thesis,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Class  of  77, 
shall  be  selected  by  the  students  pursuing  this  course  of  study. 
The  thesis  will  be  marked  with  respect  to  thought,  logical 
arrangement  and  rhetorical  style,  each  upon  a  scale  of  from 
one  to  fifty.  The  name  of  the  successful  competitor  will  be 
announced  on  Commencement  Day  of  each  year. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Class  of  77,  at 
its  last  meeting: 

"Resolved,  That  no  one  is  eligible  to  the  contest  for  the 
prize  established  by  the  Class  of  77  whose  position  in  the 
College  course  is  higher  than  the  place  assigned  to  that  study 
in  the  College  curriculum." 

A  prize  for  Oratory  has  been  established  by  the  Class  of 
1878.  This  prize  is  awarded  (by  judges  appointed  for  the 
purpose)  at  a  literary  contest  each  year  between  the  literary 
societies. 


Regulation  of  Amount  of  Work. 

Experience  has  demonstrated  that  students  cannot,  as  a 
rule,  do  work  to  the  greatest  advantage  if  they  attempt  what 
would  require  more  than  sixteen  recitations  (one  hour  each), 
a  week.  Hence  the  Faculty  have  adopted  the  rule  that  no 
student  shall  register  for  more  than  sixteen  recitations  per 
week.  Permission  to  take  more  than  that  amount  of  work 
may  be  given  by  the  Faculty  in  exceptional  cases  on  applica- 
tion in  writing. 
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Expenses  and  Accommodations. 


Cost  of  Room  and  Board 


It  is  the  purpose  of  the  management  of  Adrian  College  to 
provide  a  pleasant  home  as  well  as  the  best  instruction  for 
the  students  in  attendance.  The  home  accommodations  in- 
clude room  (furnished,  heated,  and  lighted)  and  good  board, 
for  which  the  total  charges  are  $42  per  term.  Young  men 
who  cannot  secure  rooms  in  the  College  dormitory  may  pro- 
cure board  in  the  Boarding  Hall  at  reasonable  rates. 

There  are  a  number  of  unfurnished  rooms  in  both  North 
and  South  Hall.  A  reduction  will  be  made  to  students  who 
prefer  to  furnish  their  own  rooms. 


College  Charges. 


Literary  Department. 


The  charges  for  Tuition,  Incidentals  and  Library  amount 
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to  $15.00  a  term.  Students  in  the  School  of  Theology  and 
children  of  ministers  pay  no  Tuition. 

Laboratory  fees  are  paid  only  by  students  in  Physics, 
Chemistry,  and  Biology.  For  the  course  in  Elementary  Phy- 
sics, (Natural  Philosophy),  the  fee  is  50  cents;  in  hig-her 
Physics,  $1.00  a  term;  in  Biology,  $2.00  a  term;  in  General 
Chemistry,  $5.00  a  term.  In  Analytical  Chemistry  the  student 
is  required  to  make  a  deposit  of  $5.00  at  the  opening-  of  each 
term  to  cover  the  cost  of  chemicals  and  breakag-e. 

The  entire  expenses  as  above  enumerated,  Laboratory  and 
Elocution  fees  excepted,  for  students  in  the  Literary  Depart- 
ment, are  $57.00  per  term,  or  $171.00  per  Colleg-e  year.

Private  lessons,  if  desired,  in  Harmony  and  Muscular  Development, 
at  the  same  rates  as  piano  instruction. 

Students  taking-  two  lessons  a  week  in  music  are  permitted 
to  take  literary  work  to  the  amount  of  five  recitations  a  week 
without  additional  charg-e. 

A  Diploma  Fee  of  five  dollars  is  paid  b}T  each  student  re- 
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ceiving  a  degree,  and  a  fee  of  two  dollars  by  each  one  receiv- 
ing a  certificate  of  having-  completed  the  Teachers'  Course. 

College  charges  will  not  be  refunded  except  in  case  of  pro- 
tracted illness.  Students  suspended  or  dismissed  will  forfeit 
the  amount  paid  for  tuition  and  other  term  bills. 

All  bills  must  be  paid  at  the  time  of  registering-,  except  by 
special  contract. 


Rooms, 


The  rooms  for  students  are  conveniently  adapted  to  their 
purpose  and  are  heated  by  steam.  Ceiling-s  are  hig-h  and 
ventilation  g-ood.  Most  of  the  study  rooms  have  bed-rooms 
attached.  The  rooms  for  young-  ladies  are  in  the  South  Hall. 
The  furnished  rooms  have  good  carpets,  beds,  bureaus,  wash- 
stands,  tables,  chairs,  crockery,  window  shades,  and  every- 
thing needed  except  towels,  soap,  and  bed  clothing,  which 
must  be  furnished  by  the  occupants. 

The  furnished  rooms  in  North  Hall  for  young  gentlemen 
are  provided  with  the  same  articles  as  furnished  rooms  in  the 
South  Hall. 

Students  are  not  allowed  to  board  or  room  outside  of  the 
College  buildings  without  the  consent  of  the  Faculty. 

Rooms  that  have  been  engaged,  and  which  remain  un- 
claimed after  the  opening  of  the  term,  will  not  be  reserved 
unless  the  rent  has  been  previously  paid. 

Students  occupying  rooms  in  either  of  the  halls  are  respon- 
sible for  all  damage  to  the  same — ordinary  wear  and  tear 
excepted. 
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College  of  Literature. 


General  Statement, 


Candidates  for  admission  to  the  College  must  be  of  good 
moral  character,  and,  if  from  another  College,  must  present 
certificates  of  regular  dismission. 

The  Departments  of  Instruction  are  open  to  both  sexes. 

Certificates  of  standing-  from  Hig-h  Schools  and  Academies 
will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  corresponding  work  done  in  the 
lower  classes  of  the  College  when  the  Faculty  have  satisfied 
themselves  that  the  work  accomplished  is  a  full  equivalent, 
both  in  extent  and  thoroughness,  to  that  done  here. 

On  completing  any  study,  and  passing  a  creditable  examin- 
ation therein,  a  student  shall  be  entitled  to  a  class  testimo- 
nial, certifying  these  facts. 

Examinations  for  certificates  of  completion  in  any  of  the 
courses  of  .study  are  conducted  with  reference  to  principles, 
rather  than  text-books.  The  object  is  to  secure  thorough 
scholarship  in  the  course  of  study  laid  down  in  the  several 
departments,  rather  than  to  know  that  certain  books  have 
been  read. 

Students  desiring  to  pursue  collegiate  studies  may  do  so 
when  the  preliminary  requirements  to  the  study  sought  have 
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been    complied    with.      These   preliminary  requirements  are 

such    studies  as  logically  precede    the  one  desired,   and    are 
essential  to  its  successful  pursuit. 


Requirements  for  Admission. 


(a)    Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Students  will  be  admitted  as  candidates  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  upon  passing-  a  satisfactory  examination  in 
the  following-  branches  of  study: 

I.  English  Language. — English  Grammar;  Analysis  of 
Sentences;  Orthography  and  Orthoepy;  Punctuation  and 
Structure  of  Sentences. 

II.  Geography. — Political  and  Descriptive  Geography  of 
the  United  States  and  Europe;  Physical  Geography;  Ancient 
Geography,  especially  that  of  Greece,  Italy,  and  Asia  Minor, 
should  be  studied  along-  with  the  preparatory  Greek  and 
Latin. 

III.  History. — History  of  the  United  States;  classical 
students  should  also  be  taug-ht  Roman  and  Grecian  History 
in  connection  with  the  preparatory  classical  studies.  Leigh- 
ton's  History  of  Rome  and  Smith's  Histor}^  of  Greece  are 
recommended  as  text-books. 

IV.  Mathematics. — Arithmetic.     The  fundamental  oper- 
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ations — Common  and  Decimal  Fractions,  with  their  usual  ap- 
plications, and  the  Metric  System  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

Algebra.  Definitions  and  Fundamental  Rules,  Factors, 
Fractions,  Elimination,  Involution  and  Evolution,  Quadratic 
Equations,  and  Simple  Indeterminate  Equations. 

Geometry.     Plane,  Solid  and  Spherical  Geometry. 

V.  Physiology. — As  much  as  is  presented  in  Martin's 
Human  Body,  Briefer  Course. 

VI.  Natural  Philosophy. — Gage's,  or  an  equivalent. 

VII.  Civil  Government. — Young's  Government  Class 
Book,  or  its  equivalent. 

VIII.  Latin.  —  Grammar.  A  thorough  preparation  in  the 
elements.  Allen  and  Greenough's  Grammar  is  recommended; 
but  the  manuals  of  Harkness,  Chase,  or  Gildersleeve,  may  be 
used  for  this  purpose. 

Prose  Composition.  Jones'  Exercises  in  Latin  Prose  Com- 
position, Parts  I.  and  II.;  or  Harkness'  Introduction  to  Latin 
Composition,  from  page  50  to  page  166;  or  Daniell's  Latin 
Prose  Composition. 

Reading**  Four  books  of  Caesar's  Commentaries;  six  select 
orations  of  Cicero;  and  the  first  six  books  of  ^Eneid,  to  be 
accompanied  with  the  study  of  Prosody.  The  Roman  pro- 
nunciation of  Latin  is  used.  It  is  believed  that  three  years 
of  earnest  labor,  with  good  facilities,  will  be  sufficient  for 
this  work,  but  many  students  will  find  it  desirable  to  devote 
four  years  to  the  above  preparatory  course  in  Latin. 
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IX.  Greek. — Thorough  preparation  in  the  essentials  of 
Grammar.  The  Beginner's  Greek  Book,  (White,)  is  used 
throughout  the  first  year. 

Reading:  Four  books  of  Anabasis;  close  attention  will  be 
paid  to  the  grammar  of  the  text  read.  Prose  Composition 
and  Greek  History  will  be  taught  in  connection  with  the  read- 
ing of  the  second  year. 

Goodwin's  Grammar  is  used  and  recommended. 

(b)    Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

The  requirements  for  this  course  are  the  same  as  for  the 
classical,  except  that  a  student  will  be  required  to  complete 
only  three  years  in  the  study  of  preparatory  Latin  and  Greek. 

(c)    Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy. 

The  requirements  for  this  course  are  the  same  as  for  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

(d)    Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters. 

Ladies  only  are  admitted  as  candidates  for  this  degree. 
The  requirements  for  admission  are  the  same  as  for  the 
Classical,  except  that  Greek  and  Geometry  are  omitted,  and 
one  year  only  of  Latin  is  required. 
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Courses  of  Study. 


Note.— The  numerals  attached  to  the  studies  indicate  the  number  of  Exercises 
per  week. 

No  student  is  allowed  more  than  sixteen  exercises  per  week  without  special  permis- 
sion; nor  is  he  allowed  to  take  studies  in  advance  of  his  grade  except  by  permission  of 
the  Head  of  the  Department  to  which  the  studies  belong.

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Description  of  Departments. 


I.     Department  of  Philosophy. 

This  department  includes  Psychology,  Logic,  Ethics, 
Metaphysics,  and  the  History  of  Philosophy. 

General  Psychology,  including  the  Intellect,  Sensibilities, 
and  the  Will,  is  made  the  foundation  for  all  subsequent  study 
in  this  department.  The  object  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint 
the  student  with  the  problems  of  mental  life,  the  laws  of 
thought,  and  the  mysteries  of  psychic  phenomena.  The 
established  principles  of  mental  activity  are  presented  with  a 
constant  appeal  to  the  student's  own  experience  and  observa- 
tion for  their  verification.  Practical  application,  especially  in 
the  field  of  education,  is  a  prominent  feature  in  connection 
with  the  study  of  the  text  throughout  the  course.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  the  presentative  and  representative 
powers  of  the  mind,  the  nature  and  culture  of  the  senses,  per- 
ception, laws  of  association,  retentiveness,  memory,  ideal- 
ization, and  the  nature  of  reasoning-.  The  emotional  nature 
is  carefully  studied  in  order  to  understand  the  springs  of 
human  action  and  the  sources  of  our  joys  and  sorrows.  The 
will  and  its  relation  to  human  conduct  and  responsibility,  as 
well  as  the  problems  arising-  from  its  nature,  is  given  the  at- 
tention due  to  its  importance  as  the  executive  power  of  the 
mind.  Throughout  the  course  original  investigation  and 
free  discussions  are  encouraged,  and  above  all  an  effort  is 
constantly  made  to  develope  the  philosophic  spirit  and  habit 
of  thought. 
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Logic  is  taught  as  a  science  which  tells  us  how  we  think 
when  we  think  correctly.  The  student  should  know  what 
are  the  principles  and  processes  of  thought,  and  the  laws  that 
regulate  intellect  in  the  attainment  of  truth.  As  logic  treats 
of  the  necessary  forms  of  thought  the  processes  of  deductive 
and  inductive  reasoning  are  carefully  analyzed,  and  numer- 
ous exercises  are  given  to  train  the  student  in  the  detection 
of  fallacies. 

The  aim  of  a  course  in  Ethics  is  to  lay  a  foundation  for 
systematic  thought  on  the  subject  of  morals,  and  to  introduce 
the  student  to  the  literature  of  the  subject.  After  a  review 
of  the  chief  ethical  theories,  attention  is  especiall}7  directed 
to  the  most  significant  distinction  of  practical  ethics,  and  to 
the  study  and  discussion  of  moral  problems.  The  instruction 
is  of  a  practical  character  and  deals  with  questions  that  affect 
the  individual,  family,  social  and  religious  life. 

Metaphysics  introduces  the  student  into  a  new  field  of 
mental  activity.  Here  he  is  led  to  inquire  into  the  nature  and 
laws  of  reality  and  is  required  to  study  the  following  topics: 

1.  Ontology. — (a)  Notion  of  Being,  (b)  Nature  of  Things, 
(c)  Change  and  Becoming,  (d)  Action  and  Interaction;  (e) 
The  Finite  and  the  Infinite. 

2.  Cosmology '.—(a)  Space,  (b)  Time,  (c)  Motion,  (d)  Matter 
and  Force,  (e)  The  Cosmos  as  Mechanism. 

3.  Psychology. — (a)  The  Soul,  (b)  The  process  of  Knowing, 
(c)  Realism,  Idealism,  and  Phenomenalism,  (d)  Apriorism 
and  Empiricism.  Besides  the  regular  recitations  and  fre- 
quent discussions,  essays  are  required  on  the  more  important 
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themes  which  are  found  to  be  a  potent  stimulus  to  indepen- 
dent thought  and  original  investigation. 

The  course  in  the  History  of  Philosophy  follows  the  pro- 
gress of  philosophic  thought  from  the  beginning  down  to  the 
present.  A  brief  survey  is  taken  of  the  development  of  phil- 
osophy in  Greece.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  works  of 
Plato  and  Aristotle.  The  historical  development  of  modern 
philosophy  is  studied  in  this  course  beginning  with  Locke 
and  closing  with  Spencer.  The  great  educational  value  of 
this  course  lies  in  its  complete  and  thorough  application  to 
modern  thought.  The  student  is  expected  to  work  his  way, 
with  such  assistance  as  may  be  given  in  the  class  room,  to  an 
apprehension  of  the  true  spirit  of  critical  philosophv. 

II.     Department  of  Mathematics. 

In  this  department,  special  attention  is  given  to  the  mental 
discipline  of  the  student.  The  paramount  object  of  every 
recitation  is  the  development  of  the*  intellectual  power  and 
the  forming  and  culture  of  correct  habits  of  thinking.  The 
practical  utility  of  Mathematics  is,  at  every  opportunity,  il- 
lustrated by  some  familiar  application  of  the  principle  under 
consideration  to  the  arts  and  sciences. 

The  Logic  and  Philosophy  of  Mathematics  are  kept  con- 
stantly in  view;  and  the  student  is  at  all  times  urged  to  self- 
reliance  and  manly  independence  in  his  thinking,  and  encour- 
aged to  regard  his  text-book  as  only  a  help  in  learning  how 
to  think  correctly  and  continuously. 

Original  work  in  the  several  branches  taught  is  given  from 
time  to  time  to  the  student  to  test  his  proficiency  and  to  in- 
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cite  him  to  independent  investigation;  so  that,  if  he  should 
desire  it,  he  may  be  qualified  to  pursue  his  mathematical 
studies  beyond  the  course  specified  in  this  Calendar  without 
any  special  assistance. 

111.     Department  of  English  Language  and  Literature. 

Philosophy  of  Composition. — Two  hours  a  week  during 
the  Fall  and  Winter  terms  of  the  Freshman  year. 

A  study  of  the  Philosophy  of  Composition  with  special 
reference  to  structure  and  style,  critical  analysis  of  the  best 
literary  forms,  and  criticism  of  students'  written  work. 

Three  themes  of  800  words  each  required  each  term. 

Study  of  the  English  Language  two  hours  a  week  during 
the  Spring-  term. 

English  Literature.  -  Classic  Myths  in  Eng-lish  Litera- 
ture three  hours  a  week,  Spring-  term,  of  Freshman  year. 
Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  Sophomore  year. 

This  study  is  pursued  by  means  of  text  book,  class  dis- 
cussions, comparisons  of  the  leading  authors,  and  theses  on 
assigned  subjects. 

The  story  of  the  growth  and  progress  of  English  Litera- 
ture, and  the  historical  conditions  connected  therewith,  are 
carefully  traced. 

A  general  survey  of  the  whole  field  of  the  history  of  Eng- 
lish Literature  is  made  during  the  year,  the  aim  being  to  give 
such  a  view  of  the  relations  of  the  principal  authors  and 
epochs  as  may  enable  the  student  to  carry  on  a  course  of 
English  reading  and  study  with  intelligence  and  judgment. 

Open  only  to  students  of  Sophomore  grade. 
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English  Classics. — A.  Poetic  and  Prose  Masterpieces. 
This  course  aims  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  best 
forms  of  thought  and  style  as  found  in  the  great  masterpieces 
of  English  Poetry  and  Prose. 

The  study  is  carried  on  by  critical  and  comparative  read- 
ings, and  class  discussions. 

One  or  more  themes  on  assigned  subjects  required  each 
term. 

B.  Shakespeare  Studies.  These  are  critical  studies  of 
select  plays.  Class  discussions,  with  one  or  more  theses  on 
assigned  reading,  required  each  term. 

These  studies  are  not  open  to  students  lower  than  Sopho- 
more grade. 

Both  A  and  B  run  throughout  the  year  each  one  hour  per 
week. 

American  Literature  or  American  Constitutional 
History. — This  course,  running  through  the  year,  three  hours 
a  week,  is  offered  to  students  in  senior  grade,  and  may  be 
alternated,  as  the  head  of  the  department  may  elect. 

IV.     Department  of  History. 

A.  Ancient  History.- — Three  hours  a  week,  Fall  term, 
Freshman  year.  A  comprehensive  survey  of  Ancient  History 
to  the  downfall  of  the  Roman  Empire  in  the  west. 

Recitations  from  text-book,  and  assigned  readings. 
Theses  are  required  on  suggested  subjects. 

B.  Mediaeval  and  Modern  History. — Three  hours  a 
week,  Winter  term,  Freshman  year. 
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This  course  aims  to  give  the  student  a  knowledge  of  the 
progress  of  events  from  the  downfall  of  the  Roman  Empire  in 
the  west,  to  the  Discovery  of  America. 

Theses  required  on  assigned  topics. 

C.  English  History. — Three  hours  a  week,  Spring-  term, 
Freshman  year.  This  study  gives  a  rapid  survey  of  the  lead- 
ing facts  of  Eng-lish  history;  the  growth  of  constitutional 
g-overnment,  and  the  development  of  the  social  institutions 
of  England. 

Recitations  from  text-book,  and  assigned  reading's,  with 
class  discussions. 

Theses  required  on  assigmed  subjects. 

D.  Philosophy  of  History. — Two  hours  a  week,  Fall 
term,  Junior  year.  The  aim  of  this  stud}7  is  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  great  principles  and  institutions  contributing- 
to  modern  civilization,  and  the  underlying-  ideas  of  historic 
epochs. 

Open  to  students  not  lower  than  Junior  grade. 

V.     Department  of  Political  Economy  and  Sociology. 

Political  Economy.  —Three  hours  a  week  throug-hout  the 
Junior  year. 

This  course  is  intended  for  those  who,  without  making-  a 
specialty  of  Political  Economy,  wish  to  g-ain  some  knowledge 
of  the  most  important  industrial  and  financial  problems. 

The  method  pursued  is  by  text-book  recitations,  class  dis- 
cussions, and  informal  lectures. 

Studies  of  special  topics  including-  Profit-Sharing',  Co-oper- 
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ation,  Socialism,  and  the  Relations  of  the  State  to  Industrial 
Action,  assigned  readings,  and  theses. 

Open  to  students  not  lower  than  Junior  grade. 

Sociology. — Two  hours  a  week,  Winter  and  Spring-  terms, 
Junior  year.  This  course  includes  a  study  of  the  general 
principles  of  Sociology. 

Particular  attention  is  given  to  the  economic  causes  of 
social  development. 

The  organization  and  history  of  the  family  as  the  unitary 
group  of  society;  modern  methods  of  public  and  private  phi- 
lanthrophy;  the  social  causes  of  crime,  and  the  treatment  of 
the  pauper  and  criminal  classes,  receive  special  attention. 

Open  only  to  students  of  Junior  grade. 

VI.     Department  of  Latin. 

The  general  plan  of  instruction  in  this  department  is  by 
topics,  running-  throug-h  each  year,  similar  to  the  work  pur- 
sued in  the  other  departments  of  the  Colleg-e.  Thus,  the  first 
year  is  devoted  to  History;  the  second  year  is  g-iven  to  the 
study  of  Literature;  the  third  year  is  g-iven  larg-ely  to  Rhetoric 
and  Composition,  and  the  fourth  year  to  the  studies  of  Ethics 
and  Philosophy.  The  selections  will  be  varied  from  time  to 
time,  but  remain  in  accordance  with  the  scheme  here  pre- 
sented. 

While  a  critical  knowledg-e  of  the  lang-uag-e  itself  will  be 
the  first  consideration,  much  attention  will  nevertheless  be 
g-iven  to  the  history,  religion,  mythology,  and  social  and  po- 
litical life  or  the  people  who  used  the  Latin  tongue.     Special 
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subjects  for  investigation  will  be  frequently  assigned,  and 
essays  required  upon  the  many  subjects  of  interest  to  students 
in  this  department. 

VII.     Department  of  Greek. 

A  change  has  been  made  in  the  order  of  authors,  as  usually 
studied,  in  order  to  bring  the  work  in  Greek  into  harmony 
with  the  remaining  studies  of  the  course.  The  first  year  is 
given  to  History;  the  second  to  the  study  of  Literature,  the 
third  is  largely  devoted  to  Rhetoric,  and  the  fourth  to  the 
studies  of  Ethics  and  Philosophy.  The  aim  of  the  depart- 
ment is  first  to  give  a  critical  acquaintance  with  the  Greek 
language  itself,  and  secondly  through  the  study  of  the  master- 
pieces of  Grecian  literature  to  lead  the  student  to  a  higher 
literary  culture.  Throughout  the  course  lectures  will  be  de- 
livered and  essays  required  upon  the  many  interesting  topics 
connected  with  the  studies  pursued. 

A  carefully  selected  reference  library  has  been  secured  for 
this  department,  and  advanced  classes  will  hereafter  be  able 
to  pursue  the  Seminary  methods  of  instruction  which  have 
proved  so  successful  and  inspiring  in  the  larger  colleges  of 
the  country.  Changes  will  be  made  in  the  selections  read, 
when  considered  desirable. 

Goodwin's  Grammar  is  used  throughout  the  course.  The 
following  brief  list  of  reference  books  will  be  found  very 
helpful:  Kuehner's  or  Hadlcy's  Grammar;  Goodwin's  Greek 
Modes  and  Tenses;  Lid  dell  &  Scott's  Greek  Lexicon;.  Keight- 
tey's  Mythology;  Ginn  &  Heath's  Classical  Atlas;  Smith's 
Dictionary  of  Antiquities. 
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VIII.     Department  of  Physical  Science. 

The  aim  of  the  courses  in  Physical  Science  is  to  afford  that 
discipline  which  is  peculiar  to  the  experimental  sciences  with 
laboratory  practice;  to  inculcate  a  scientific  habit  of  mind;  and 
to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  more  important  phenomena 
and  laws  of  matter  and  energy,  giving-  him  a  more  exalted 
conception  of  the  material  world. 

In  Physics  two  courses  are  offered.  Course  A,  which  is  re- 
quired in  the  Scientific  degree,  includes  work  in  General 
Physics  with  two  recitations  or  lectures,  and  one  laboratory 
exercise  of  three  hours,  per  week.  The  laboratory  work  is  all 
quantitative,  determining-  and  verifying  ph}Tsical  laws  and 
constants. 

Course  B  is  elective  for  students  who  have  had  course  A 
and  required  of  scientific  students  who  prefer  it  to  the  course 
in  org-anic  chemistry.  This  course  includes  two  laboratory 
exercises  and  one  class  exercise  per  week,  and  embraces  more 
advanced  work  than  course  A,  especially  in  certain  subjects 
which  may  be  varied  somewhat  to  meet  the  needs  of  special 
students  preparing-  for  engineering-  or  technical  vocations. 

In  Chemistry  there  are  courses  in  General  Chemistry,  Or- 
g-anic Chemistry,  and  Qualitative  Analj-sis.  In  the  former  a 
thoroug-h  acquaintance  with  the  elements  and  their  com- 
pounds is  acquired  by  the  student,  in  performing-  a  larg-e 
number  of  experiments.  Instruction  is  given  by  recitations 
and  familiar  Lectures,  on  the  Formula?,  Nomenclature, 
Laws  of  Combination  and  Dissociation,  Thermal  Relations, 
Atomic  Weights,  and  Chemical  Philosophy  in  general.  In 
studying  their  properties  the  elements  are  regarded  in  groups, 
according  to  the  Periodic  system  of  Medelejeff  and  Meyer. 
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In  Stoichiometry  exercises  are  given  in  determining-  formulae 
from  percentage  of  weight,  and  proportions  by  weight  from 
formulae,  with  original  and  practical  problems. 

Organic  Chemistry  is  studied  with  special  reference  to  the 
theory  of  carbon  compounds,  affording-  one  of  the  best  exer- 
cises for  mental  discipline.  A  three  hour  laboratory  exercise 
takes  the  place  of  one  of  the  three  meetings  per  week,  as  in 
General  Chemistry. 

In  Qualitative  Anatysis  the  student  pursues  a  systematic 
course  of  separating  and  identifying  the  bases  and  acids,  both 
in  the  wet  and  dry  ways,  which  is  followed  by  practice  in 
analyzing  known  and  unknown  compounds,  embracing  a  large 
variety  of  salts,  minerals  and  alloys,  closing  with  a  short 
course  in  analysis  of  drinking  water.  Instruction  is  imparted 
by  lectures  illustrated  by  suitable  reactions  before  the  class. 
In  the  laboratory  the  student  has  the  personal  assistance  of 
the  instructor. 

IX.     Department  of  Natural  History. 

A  course  in  General  Biology  is  pursued  in  the  Sophomore 
3^ear  of  the  scientific  course,  and  may  be  elected  by  students 
in  pursuit  of  either  the  classical  or  philosophical  degree. 

This  course  consists  of  recitations  and  laboratory  work,  be- 
ginning with  the  cell  and  protozoa,  taking  the  student 
through  the  range  of  plant  and  animal  life.  The  purpose 
is  to  study  the  nature  and  relations  of  organisms  in  both 
Botany  and  Zoology,  and  to  acquire  an  acquaintance  with 
laboratory  methods  of  independent  observation,  description, 
and  inference. 

Geology    is    studied    during    two    terms.     Dynamical    and 
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Structural  geology  occupy  the  Winter  term,  and  Historical  ge- 
ology the  Spring  term.  This  branch  is  elective  for  those  who 
have  had  the  course  in  General  Biology. 

X.     Department  of  Modern  Languages. 

The  method  of  instruction  in  these  languages  will  be  as 
follows: 

First.  A  careful  study  of  elementary  forms  and  principles, 
as  laid  down  in  the  grammar,  together  with  the  thorough 
memorizing  of  vocabularies. 

Second.  Daily  practice  in  the  construction  of  sentences  in 
the  original,  both  in  writing  and  in  conversation. 

Third.  The  translation  of  the  original  into  idiomatic 
English. 


Pedagogy, 


This  department  is  added  to  the  regular  college  courses  for 
the  benefit  of  students  who  wish  to  prepare  themselves  for  the 
profession  of  teaching.  In  accordance  with  a  law  recently 
passed  by  the  State  Legislature,  students  completing  one  of 
our  college  courses,  including  two  hundred  hours  in  practical 
Psychology  and  Pedagogics,  will  be  entitled  to  a  State  Cer- 
tificate from  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 

Below  is  an  outline  of  the  work  in  this  course: 

1.  Practical  Psychology — Problems  in  applied  psychology; 
the  cultivation  of  the  senses  and  the  faculties,  mental  and 
bodily  defects,  etc.     Recitations  and  lectures. 
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2.  History  of  Pedagogy  from  the  earliest  period  to  the 
present  time.     Text-book:     Compayre's  History  of  Pedagogy. 

3.  Methods  of  Instruetion — Special  methods  in  the  com- 
mon branches,  with  practical  teaching".  Recitations  and  ex- 
emplifications.     Text-book:     Brook's  Methods  of  Instruction. 

4.  School  Economy—  Organization,  Government,  Law, 
Hygiene,  School  Grades,  Classification,  including-  the  study 
of  School  Systems  of  at  least  three  of  the  States,  and  of 
Germany  and  France. 

5.  Philosophy  of  Education-Lectures,  readings  and  dis- 
cussions on  the  nature,  forms,  and  elements  of  Education. 

(>.  Essays  upon  educational  topics  are  required  during  the 
entire  course  -  at  least  two  each  term. 


Physical  Education 


Complete  facilities  are  afforded  young  women  for  thorough 
Physical  Culture.  Careful  physical  examination  will  be  given 
each  young  woman  before  she  is  admitted  to  regular  class 
work.  Young  ladies  should  be  provided,  before  leaving 
home,  with  our  regulation  gymnasium  suit. 


Elocution 


This  department  gives  the  student  a  thorough  training  in 
Word  Study  and  Pronunciation,  Gesture,  Voice  Culture, 
Analysis,  and  Oratory. 
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Requirements  for  Graduation 


Four  degrees  are  open  to  undergraduate  students:  the  de- 
grees of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  Bachelor  of 
Philosophy,  Bachelor  of  Letters.  The  last  degree  is  con- 
ferred on  ladies  only.  A  candidate  for  any  one  of  these  de- 
grees must  bereg-ularly  enrolled  as  a  student  for  at  least  the 
last  two  terms  of  the  course. 

(a)    The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

A  student  having"  completed  the  required  course  in  the  De- 
partment of  Classics,  with  sufficient  certificates  from  other 
departments  to  comprise  altogether  2,200  hours'  class-work, 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

The  Ancient  Lang-uag-es  and  certain  other  studies  as  indi- 
cated in  the  schedule,  are  made  the  required  basis  of  this  de- 
gree, while  the  student  is  allowed  to  select  from  the  courses 
of  study,  in  other  departments,  such  branches  as  his  attain- 
ments and  purposes  prepare  him  to  pursue  with  success. 
Thoroughness  and  comprehensiveness  in  those  studies  appro- 
priately forming-  the  foundation  of  this  degree  are  thus  com- 
bined with  the  greatest  latitude  in  the  selection  of  such 
studies  in  addition  as  shall  be  adapted  to  the  aptitudes  and 
life-purposes  of  the  student. 

(b)    The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

A  student  having-  completed  the  required  course  of  study  in 
the  Departments  of  Mathematics,  Physical  Science,  and 
Natural  History,  tog-ether  with  a  sufficient  number  of  courses 
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in  other  departments  to  amount  in  all  to  2,200  hours,  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

The  Mathematics  and  the  Natural  Sciences  are  made  the 
required  basis  of  this  degree,  though  the  student  may  select 
such  courses  of  study  in  other  departments  as  he  may  find 
consistent  with  his  attainments  and  preferences.  It  is  a 
course  of  study  particularly  adapted  to  those  who  contemplate 
pursuits  in  life  that  require  a  knowledge  of  the  exact  sciences, 
and  rigorous  mental  discipline. 

(c)    The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy. 

When  a  student  shall  have  completed  the  required  course  of 
study  in  the  Departments  of  Philosophy,  English  Literature, 
History,  and  Political  Science,  together  with  a  sufficient 
number  of  courses  in  other  departments,  to  amount  in  all  to 
2,200  hours,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Philosophy. 

The  requisites  to  this  degree  are  such  as  to  secure  to  the 
student  taking  it  a  special  knowledge  of  English  Language 
and  Literature,  and  the  Mental  and  Political  Sciences.  It 
comprehends  a  field  of  knowledge  and  discipline  especially 
valuable  to  the  student  who  proposes  entering  a  profession 
involving  public  speaking  or  writing,  as  the  law,  the  minis- 
try, or  journalism. 

(d)    The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters. 

Ladies  only  are  admitted  as  candidates  for  this  degree. 

When  the  candidate  shall  have  completed  at  least  750  hours 
of  study  in  the  Department  of  English  Language  and  Litera- 
ture, Modern  Languages,  History  and  Music,  together  with  a 
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sufficient  number  of  courses  from  other  departments,  to  amount 
in  all  to  2,200  hours,  she  will  be  entitled  to  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Letters. 

A  credit  of  one  hour  will  be  allowed  for  each  lesson  taken 
in  Instrumental  or  Vocal  Music.  Credits  also  will  be  allowed 
for  all  studies  pursued  in  Latin,  Greek,  or  Mathematics,  fol- 
lowing those  required  for  admission  as  candidates  for  this 
degree. 

This  degree  is  adapted  to  young  ladies  who  do  not  care  to 
become  candidates  for  the  more  exacting  collegiate  degrees, 
and  who  wish  to  give  more  particular  attention  to  Music  and 
Literature.  Its  purpose  is  to  give  an  extended  acquaintance 
with  English  Literature,  Music,  and  Polite  Letters  in  general, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  give  opportunity  for  attainments 
in  other  directions.  While  somewhat  less  rigorous  in  its  re- 
quirements than  the  other  degrees,  it  is  believed  that  it  will 
secure  a  good  general  culture,  and  prepare  especially  for  the 
social  and  domestic  duties  of  a  refined  and  useful  life. 

The  following  conspectus  of  studies  will  be  of  service  in 
laying  out  the  order  of  studies  for  this  degree.  While  the 
studies  need  not  necessarily  be  taken  in  the  order  here  given, 
yet  it  is  believed  that  an  arrangement  of  work  approaching 
this  plan  will  be  most  beneficial.  The  numerals  following- 
each  study  indicate  the  number  of  hours  per  week  belonging 
to  it.  Enough  studies  are  to  be  chosen  each  term  to  amount 
in  all  to  sixteen  hours  per  week.

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School  of  Theology. 


History. 


Ever  since  Adrian  College  came  into  the  possession  and 
under  the  control  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  as 
represented  by  her  General  Conference,  instruction  in  The- 
ology to  some  extent  had  been  annually  given  to  young  men 
preparing  for  the  Christian  Ministry.  At  first  the  instruc- 
tion was,  from  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  Institution, 
necessarily  limited;  but  as  the  years  rolled  awa\~,  the  sphere 
of  Theological  study  gradually  widened  in  obedience  to  the 
increasing  demands  of  the  Church.  And  when  J.  J.  Amos, 
of  Rushville,  Indiana,  made  his  generous  donation  for  the 
endowment  of  the  Chair  of  Biblical  and  Systematic  Theology, 
a  School  of  Theology  was  formally  and  fully  organized;  sub- 
sequently the  Chair  of  Hebrew  and  Church  History  was,  in 
part,  endowed  by  the  North  Illinois  Annual  Conference.  This 
organization  continued  in  full  force  as  one  of  the  Departments 
of  the  College,  and  furnished  instruction  in  Theology — Sys- 
tematic, Natural  and  Pastoral — in  Ecclesiastical  History,  and 
in  Homiletics  to  a  number  of  young  men  who  are  now  in  the 
field  doing  good  service  in  the  Church.  But  this  method  of 
working  in  close  association  with  the  College  was  not  wholly 
satisfactory;  it  was  found  to  be  extremely  difficult  to  give  the 
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school  that  distinctness  of  character  and  to  awaken  and  keep 
alive  that  sense  of  its  independence  and  importance  so  essen- 
tial to  a  full  and  satisfactory  accomplishment  of  the  objects 
had  in  view  in  its  organization.  Therefore,  in  June,  1882, 
the  Trustees  of  the  College,  under  whose  control,  as  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  General  Conference  and  through  that  body 
of  the  denomination  at  large,  the  School  will  continue,  re- 
solved to  give  it  a  more  clearly  marked  and  distinctive 
character — to  separate  its  work  and  operations  more  fully 
from  those  of  the  College;  and  to  effect  this  end,  they  elected 
G.  B.  McKlroy  Dean  of  the  School  who  will  have  special 
charge  of  the  classes  and  the  internal  organization  of  the  de 
partment.

Students  in  the  College  classes  will  be  allowed  to  substitute 
such  studies  of  the  course  as  can  be  appropriately  inter- 
changed for  cognate  studies  in  their  College  curriculum,  (see 
page  34,)  provided  all  preliminary  studies  are  completed:  and 
by  so  doing  they  can  readil}7  complete  the  above  course  in  two 
years  after  graduation,  when,  if  they  pass  creditably  the  re- 
quired examinations,  they  will  receive  the  degree  of  Bache- 
lor of  Divinity. 
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Correspondence. 


Any  information  in  relation  to  the  School  of  Theology  not 
given  in  this  Calendar  will  be  promptly  and  cheerfully  given 
by  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty;  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  friends 
of  the  Institution  will  not  hesitate  to  write  fully  and  freely. 
Young  men  who,  under  the  leading  of  the  Spirit,  are  looking 
toward  the  ministry  as  their  future  field  of  work,  and  who 
are  in  need  of  counsel  with  reference  to  a  preparation  for  the 
same  are  cordially  invited  to  correspond;  for  not  infrequently 
a  call  to  the  work  of  the  ministry  is  first  a  call  to  prepare  for 
the  work,  and  efficient  work  requires  due  and  thorough 
preparation. 
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School  of  Music. 


The  School  of  Music  is  divided  into  two  departments, 
Instrumental  and  Vocal.  The  former  embraces  all  the 
branches  in  the  several  grades  in  the  subjoined  course  of 
study  except  the  vocal.  Candidates  for  graduation  in  Instru- 
mental Music  will  be  expected,  however,  to  join  the  Chorus 
Class,  and  must  take  at  least  twenty  lessons  on  the  Pipe 
Organ,  sufficient  to  qualify  them  for  playing  simple  church 
music  on  this  instrument.  Facilities  are  afforded  for 
advanced  work  and  great  proficiency  in  studying  the  organ. 

Students  making  a  specialty  of  violin  or  vocal  music  and 
wishing  to  be  graduated  will  be  required  to  take  the  piano  of 
the  first  three  grades  and  the  full  course  in  Harmony  and  His- 
tory of  Music.  Candidates  for  graduation  in  any  department, 
who  have  had  no  previous  instruction,  must  complete  five 
grades  in  order  to  receive  a  diploma;  but  those  coming  into 
the  course  who  have  studied  elsewhere  will  receive  due  credit 
for  the  proficiency  they  evince  in  examination  and  will  be 
graded  accordingly.  Five  grades  mean  five  collegiate  years. 
Students  showing  great  industry  and  talent  will  be  allowed 
to  complete  the  course  in  less  time  at  the  discretion  of  the 
instructor.  At  regular  intervals  during-  the  year  public 
recitals  will  be  given  in  the  college  chapel  which  will  be  par- 
ticipated in  by  teachers  and  advanced  students.  These  re- 
citals are  intended  to  create  a  taste  for  music  of  a  high  grade 
and  to  inspire  confidence  and  zeal  in  the  performers. 
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The  course  in  Harmony  and  Counterpoint  will  be  made  as 
thorough  as  possible  by  means  of  blackboard  drill  and  original 
exercises.  In  the  History  of  Music  examinations  must  be 
passed  at  the  end  of  each  term.

Graduating  students  completing  the 
literary  work  here  laid  down  will  receive  special  honorary 
mention  at  graduation.  The  purpose  of  this  is  to  secure  some 
general  literary  culture  to  graduates  of  this  department,  as 
well  as  special  proficiency  in  music. 

No  additional  charges  are  made  to  Music  students  expect- 
ing graduation,  who  take  the  following  studies,  and  at  the 
same  time  are  taking  the  full  amount  of  work  required  in  the 
School  of  Music. 

First  Year. — Rhetoric,  (two  hours  a  week).     History,  (three  hours  a 

week). 
Second  Year.— English  Literature,  (three  hours  a  week).     Sound,  (one 

hour  a  week). 
Third  Year.— German  or  Italian,  (three  hours  a  week). 
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Degrees. 


Students  completing-  any  one  of  the  above  courses,  and 
passing-  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  several  grades,  will 
receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music.  A  diploma  thus 
received,  being-  evidence  of  a  thorough  music  culture,  will 
give  the  bearer  the  confidence  of  the  community,  and  will 
prove  of  great  service  should  he  desire  to  teach  music. 

Musicians  of  recognized  ability,  passing-  the  required  exam- 
inations, upon  payment  of  the  reg-ular  fee  will  receive  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Music. 

The  above  examinations  will  beheld  in  June  of  each  year, 
and  are  open  to  all. 

A  musician  should  be  a  person  of  general  culture.  To 
secure  this  liberal  culture  he  should  not  confine  his  attention 
exclusively  to  music,  but  should  have  a  general  knowledge  of 
literature  and  science.  Unusual  advantages  are  offered  the 
music  students  in  this  direction  at  this  Institution.  Students 
in  the  School  of  Music  on  complying  with  conditions  re- 
quired, may  enter  any  of  the  classes  in  the  College  or  Normal 
School,  connected  with  the  School  of  Music,  and  receive  the 
advantages  of  classes  taught  by  able  professors,  at  an  ex- 
pense proportionate  to  the  studies  pursued. 
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Academic  Department. 


College  Preparatory. 


The  aim  of  this  school  is,  first,  to  prepare  students  to  enter 
college;  secondly,  to  meet  the  wants  of  those  who,  in  view  of 
engaging-  in  business,  desire  a  good  Academic  education. 
The  studies  taught  are  those  usually  pursued  in  academies 
and  high  schools. 

To  enter  this  school  the  applicant  should  be  at  least  four- 
teen years  of  age  and  should  have  a  good  general  knowledge 
of  the  elementary  principles  of  Arithmetic,  English  Gram- 
mar, Modern  Geography,  etc. 

The  preparatory  course  for  those  entering  college  as  candi- 
dates for  the  Classical  degree  requires  three  years  for  its  com- 
pletion, and  prepares  students  for  entering  this  or  any  other 
College.  It  embraces  three  years'  study  of  Latin,  two  years' 
study  of  Greek,  and  Mathematics  through  Elementary  Alge- 
bra, Plane  and  Spherical  Geometry,  and  one  year  in  Science. 
Especial  attention  will  be  given  to  laying  a  good  foundation 
for  college  work,  by  thorough  drill  and  careful  instruction  in 
the  Preparatory  Course.  Recent  additions  to  the  studies 
taught  in  this  school  and  added  facilities  for  instruction  bring 
it  up  to  a  standard  of  excellence  comparing  favorably  with 
that  presented  by  the  best  eastern  academies  and  preparatory 
schools. 
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Teachers'  Course. 


To  meet  the  increasing-  demand  for  a  class  of  better  quali- 
fied teachers  in  District  and  Graded  Schools,  a  Teachers' 
Course  is  provided  in  connection  with  the  College.  The  great 
need  of  the  public  school  system — a  need  that  is  continually 
becoming-  more  pressing- -is  that  the  class  of  schools  named 
be  supplied  with  instructors  who  are  not  only  educationally 
qualified,  but  who  have  also  a  knowledg-e  of  the  principles 
upon  which  the  art  of  education  is  based. 

The  course  of  stud}^  extends  throug-h  a  period  of  three  years 
and  is  as  full  and  comprehensive  as  can  be  thoroughly  com- 
pleted in  that  time.  Those  who  have  been  engaged  in  teach- 
ing, and  who  desire  to  review  the  common  branches  or  take 
advanced  studies,  will  have  every  facility  afforded  them  that 
is  within  the  control  of  the  Department.  The  Science  of 
Teaching  will  be  studied  during  the  third  year  of  the  course 
with  the  aim  of  making  the  student  familiar  with  the  princi- 
ples of  Pedagogical  Science  as  they  have  been  derived  not 
only  from  analysis  of  the  mental  powers,  but  also  from  the 
actual  work  of  the  school  room. 

Students  who  complete  the  courses,  and  pass  a  creditable 
examination  in  the  several  branches  of  the  same,  will  be 
awarded  a  certificate  of  this  fact.
